A8TOKIA MAY ADOPT I'LAN
tHKI AT HALKM.

Professor Lyman Thinks Tlnse
Is Opportune for a Loirnl

Popular Loan.

Astoila, Jan. 27.-- To the Editor; The
action taken at the school meeting In
this city yesterday evening, as report-
ed In this mornlng't Astorlan, may
prove to be one of the most Important
In the history of this community.

There Is ample law providing for a
popular loan. In contracting or refund-

ing debts of school districts. The ques
Hon that comes uppermost Is whether
the people will take an Interest In float-

ing local bonds. Although the follow-

ing hat been printed before, tome re-

currence to the experience of Salem In

Hosting both city and school funds may
be noticed again.

In reply to an Inquiry Mr. J. N.
Juduh, recorder of Salem, furnished me
with details of the effort there. City
bonds were thut first floated. Under
date of March 10. 1902, he states:

"I take pleasure In replying to
your Inquiry of the 8th Intt. in re-

lation to the 'popular loan' floated
by the city of Salem In the fall of
1899, since the matter was left al-

most wholly In my hands to formu- -
late and negotiate. The unques-
tioned success of the venture Is a
matter of personal pride with my
colleagues and myself.
Primarily It was to refund a float-

ing debt of 183,000 In 8 percent war-
rants. We bonded 185,000 of this
nt 4 percent on optional
bonds, thus saving 12600 on Inter-
est account."
After giving some valuable details.

Mr. Ju-la- states;
"In our case the subscriptions

ran $180,000, or learly three times
as much as we needed."
In reply to an Inquiry to Mr. Baum-gurtne- r,

clerk of the Salem school dis-

trict, the following was furnished un-

der date of March 17, 02:

"I enclose copy of our notes.
These are signed by the chairman
and clerk, with the seal of the dist-
rict attached. We opened a book
for subscriptions, allowing anyone
to sign for the amount wanted. In
making the allotment we favored
the small subscribers, viz.--

taking
the rmall ones first, and so on up
until the amount reached the limit;
and in numbering them we num
bered the largest amount No. 1, and
the smallest Is the last number.
In paying them the largest amount.
Is nald first, leaving the smaller
ones for the last. These notes are
called for numerically, beginning
with No. 1. The amount required
In our loan was $30,000; our sub
scription was over $50,000; so the
largest subscribers were dropped,

' and the small ones taken first.
The largest note was $600; the smal-

lest $50."
Conditions In Astoria would seem as

favorable as in Salem. I have been In

formed, since the matter has been men

tioned, that sums ranging into the
thousands are In the hands of Individ-
uals or societies seeking perfect'y safe
investments for family or trust funds.
The security offered by a school district
is among the very best. Those Inter
ested In nuking a success of this, the
first popular loan to be tried in Astoria,
should take pains to canvass the mat
ter. mention It freely and unremitting
ly among those desiring to place funds
of widows, minors, or benevolent orga
nisations; among the . fishermen, and
otner rorenandea workmen and me

chanics; and even among the mill em

ployes nnd domestics, who are laying
aside small savings for future invest
ment or a rainy day.

If the matter is thus thoroughly
worked up there will probably appear
so much available capital that the city
dabt, and county debt, perhaps, may be
In part, or whole, refunded as the pres
ent bonds mature. The advantages of
this community thus taking up Us
own obligations, retaining the Interest
at home as working capital, and en-

couraging people to save their means,
are so great as to forbid even mention
here. It may be noticed, however, that
there Is money here. A'gents and so-

licitors from all over the Union are
dully Inducing our people to Invest In

attractive stocks In distant mining pro-

perties; In California or Texas petrol-
eum fields, or In Mexican India rubber
plantations. The history of such spec-

ulations, however much they may net
the promoters, is so well known that
the appearance of agents for them here
Is a matter of regret. The small
stockholder almost Invariably loses his
investment. I do not allude to thor-

oughly reliable Investments vouched
for or managed by our own residents;
but to the many anonymous concerns
represented by sporadic drummers.

By taking up our own debts we shall
be keeping our working capital at home
and multiply our power for remunera-
tive Industries. H. St. LYMAN.

OttoSklbbc lHfgUinon Hoard- -

Inif-Iiou- su ltiiiincr.

"Paddy" Lynch, the well known sail
or boarding-hous- e runner, was shot
lust night by Otto Sklbbe, a local cel-

ebrity. The bullet took effect In the
fleshy portion of the thigh and did little
damage. Lynch displayed his usual
nerve and walked unassisted to the of
flee of Dr. H, L. Henderson, where the
bull was extracted. Sklbbe surrendered
to Officer Thompson and was locked
up In the city Jail, where he will re-

main until the time Is set for his pre-

liminary hearing on a charge of as-

sault with Intent to kill.
Sklbbe was formerly an Astoria boot

black, and won some distinction for
himself by high-divin- g and cwhnming
performances at the annual regattas.
He left Astoria several months ago, but
adversity overtook him, and when he
returned to the city he wus almost
penniless. Lynch is one of the most
charitable fellows Imaginable, and he
readily took SHIbbe In at the boarding
house nnd gave him a good home.
There the young man received as
much consideration as any of the run
ners und wanted for nothing that
Lynch did not provide.

Last evening about 7:30 Sklbbe start
ed up Hond itret with a man, and
whan between Ninth nnd Tenth saw- -

Lynch walking ahead. Without Bay-

ing anything that would give his com-

panion an Idea of what he was about
to do, Sklbbe drew his gun and fired at
Lynch, who was only a few steps away.
After firing the youth turned and ran
to Astor street, where Officer Thomp-
son arrested him.

Stories differ us to the cause of the
trouble, but the principals In Inst
night's shooting had frequently been
Involved in trouble. Last evening
they were quarreling on Aator street
when Officer Thompson happened by
and told them to desist. Only a few--

days ago they had become Involved In

an altercation in an Astor street saloon
and Sklbbe is said to have remarked
that he would settle accounts with
Lynch. It is snld that there will be
some Interesting developments at the
trial. Lynch is reported to have stat
ed that he would not prosecute Sklbbe.

Lynoh's wound is very painful, but
not at all dangerous. Sklbbe evidently
shot to kill, and It was Lynch's good
fortune rather than his assailant's In

tent that saved his life. The ball lodged
In a bone, but Doctor Henderson suc-

ceeded 'n finding It, and Lynch will

probably not be away from business for
any great length of time.
